Cure of Aiiitiiuls in Winter. 

The American Humane Association 
oft'ers tlio following .suggestions rnlative 
to fowla, lioratjH and oiit.tlo lo [leraonb 
having thesu in olmrgp, in tlip northern 
Jalitucles, during tlie winter inontlis. 

Do not compel domestic fowla to 
roost in treoH. Aside from danger of 
being captured by owls and other one- 
niieii, tbe swuying of the branclies upon 
which tiiey are ssiuing will prevent 
them from getting rest; while in the 
severely cOM wefsxlier, iIiuh exposed, 
feet and combs are froaen and the bird 
IB so ))enuuibed as to make it jnipo.ssi 

'ble for it to be of much proSt on the 
farm. Securely sheltered from wind and 
storm, and allowed te fit on a broad 
roost, feet are liiu.s kepi wiiriu, nare.m- 
ing rest is obt;un<:-cl and the fowl is 
much .stronger, henlthier and more pro- 

■ fitablo to iiK owiii r. 

Do not clip horses during the win- 
.ter months. With the same propriety 
•we might cut the bair from a dog or 
shear a sheep at thi.s seaBon of the year. 
'J'he argument in bellal^ of the practice 
is that the horse in piTspiration will 
dry more quickly if tbe hair is short. If 
the animal is thoroughly blanketed an.J 

''kept in a sheltered or warm place, after 
being driven, no danger results from 
peirspiration, whatever the length of 
hair; while the horse that has been de- 
prived of its coat in the winter time 
suffers perpetually while being expoaed 
to the cold. 
''It is a cruelty inflicted upon beauti- 
fal carriage horHes for th« purpose of 
style. Blessed is tbe ortlinary work- 
horse, in the winter time, for, however 
much it may pers|)iro, it is allowed to 
carry its full growth of hair during the 
cold weather. 

Do not leave cattle to stand shiver- 
ing, while extremities often frotze, in 
the snow storms and severe winds of 
winter, when a little time would suf- 
fice to construct; of Ijoards, rails or, 
poles, a support upon and around which 
may bo placed hay, straw or weeds, 
thus making a .Hhelter that may com- 
fortably protect them. Cattle kept in 
fairly warm condition throughout the 
winter will, as milkers, cive a larger 
ant' better yield of milk, and as beeves 
will take on flesh much more rapidly 
than if left exposed lo inclement weath- 
er. 

Aside from a question of humanity, 
-tho more attention and care that is be- 
Btowod upon aninialii, with a vi«w to 
their comfort, the more will they be of 
service and a source of profit to their 
owners.

The Dubliu Ci-iiu. Con. Case. 

Dublin, Jan. 12. — The crim. con; 
case of Brooke v. Brooke and Bushe 
was tried in the Proliate Court yester- 
day and to-day, before Judge Warren. 
The petitioner, Mr. Gerald Kicliara 
Brooke, of Kellystown House, County 
Dublin, sued for a divorce from his 
wife, tho Hon. Kathleen Brooke, tho 
daughter of Viscount Hawarden. The 
parties were married in April 10, 1875, 
at the parish church of Donnybrook, 
and lived happily together for six years 
and had three children. Mr. Seymour 
Bushe, the co-respondent (called by his 
compatiidris •'Sa'y'More," on account of 
hia conversational volubility), a de- 
scendant of Oliief Justice Bu.she, one 
of the leading lawyers on tho MunBtcr 
circuit, was a frequent visitor at the 
residence of Mr. Brooke, in Somerton, 
County. Dublin, Ou October 2, \S8[>, 
Mra Brooke ran a way with Mr. Bushe 
and went to his residence in Ely place. 
The next day the couple left Dublin 
for Chelsea, where they have lieen 
since living togetlu-i' as nmii uiul wifi'. 
Judgment yesterday was allowed to go 
by default and today Mr. Brooke's 
claim against Bushe for .£10,000 dam- 
agt's was heard by the Master and a 
special jury. The claim was reduced by 
one-half and a verdict for .£'5,000 re- 
corded against the young barrister. 
The case created great interest, as tho 
parties all moved in the best society. 

Port Umnilioii. 

Tho Pioneor say.s: "An interesiting 
story throwing a little light upon our 
occupation of Port Hamilton, has Just 
been published. It is said that when 
ilie jving of Oorea heard of England's 
intention to retain pos.session of Port 
Hamilton, he was furious with rage, 
and after an interview with M. S].eyer, 
tho ilu-ssian envoy, deteriuiiied to call 
together all the foreign representatives 
at his Court exce[>t the British, and 
solemnly protest against the act. Tins 
was reported to Mr. Aston, the British 
Oonsul-General, who is a lluent Corean 
scholar. Mr. Aston at once sought an 
audience of tbe King, told bini the 
whole story of the recent Anglo Rus- 
sian scare, and- represented the case of 
England in so favorable alight, and in- 
sisted so strongly upon the necessity 
of England maintaining her prestige 
in tbe Ea.storn seas, that the King's 
mind was completely changed. Ho de- 
clared that England might have a lease 
of the place and that thu authorities 
might luake usd of it with ])erfect a.v 
surance. At present we laold Port 
Hamilton only as a lease at the King's 
[jleasure, but fortiticalions and other 
evidences of tixity of tenure are being 
pushed forward with so much rapidity 
that, should the Corean monarch ever 
desire to put an end to the agreement, 
it is doubtful whether he will be strong 
enough to carry out che process of evic- 
tion." 



The Elccliou Libel Ciisc. 

London, Jan. 12.— The e.quittal of 
the laborer Kenny to day on a cliarge 
of libel, preferred by Mr. George T. 
Howell, M. P., for tiie .South Botiinal 
Green division in the labor int(u-e.st, 
will undoubtedly result in the political 
ruin of the latter and work serious in- 
jury to Mr. H. Broadhurst, one of the 
liberal members for Birmingham. It 
was proved at the trial that Mr. How- 
ell wrongfully drew two guineas 
weekly as secretary of tho fund for the 
relief of distressed stokens, and further 
that he devoted in hii; own name a 
large portion of the stokers' funds to 
the trade societies of .which he was the 
salaried secretary. These shady trans- 
actions occurred in 1875, and it wa.s 
Kenny's persistent publishing of them 
which led to the present suit and tbe 
oHtabliBhment beyond doubt of the 
above facts. The suspicion that Mr. 
Broadhurst, through his labor alliances, 
must have known of these irregulari- 
ties, is causing a great deal of unfavor- 
able comment among his constituents.

New Yokk, Jan. 30. — World's Mon- 
treal Bpacial: Great indignation prevaila 
in Quebec among reigning society swells 
who ad]iere; to the severe^ etiquette of 
Princeaa 14011186, the oauae. being tho re- 
cent establishment in society of aeveral 
Arnorican embezzlers and defaulterii. At 
a ball of tho Aurora club on Tuesday 
uijjht, John 0. Eno, of Now York, de- 
faulter, and hi* wife, in laces and dia- 
inonda, were conspicuoud figures. J. C. 
Hoezter, who auooeeded in uscaping from 
his New York creditors, and bringing 
into Oanadii with him over a quarter of a 
raillion, waa nho present. The lioutunant- 
guveriiur refuaed to enter tho ballroom 
when hia aide-de-camp, Capt. Shepliard, 
informed him of the fact, but it appears 
to bo tolerably certain that Eno, after 
fluttering, as it were, on the edge of good 
society for the last two years, is now ad- 
mitted.

THE NB W CABINET. 



The cuble hrouRlit last m'eht the per- 
aotiiicl uf the iiowly forinod English cabi- 
net, which, is one uf undoubted strength, 
though we can bacdly. agree that it indi- 
oates Bigna of a oompromiaej For its priu- 
oipal raemVere are nil more or loss steepud 
ia liberalism and its iMrious sli:idoB of 
rndicahsm. Earl Spmicer, now lord proai- 
dont of tho council, retired, it; will be ru- 
nionilierud, from this lord lioutoiiaiicy of 
Ireland upon tha defeat of Gladstone's 
previous mioistty. Mr, H. 0. Childera, 
now homo secrotary, lias held office a"-- 
secretary of tho navy. He formulated a 
most osliuuativu system of home rule fur 
Irohuid, which he tiApoundod nit thw hnst,- 
iiit;9 nt tho lust fjeneriil election and was 
defeated. Earl G ranvillo, now socretai'y fnr 
tha culouies, liiia ainca hia elocticm 
to tho coiiimona in 183G, boeii li pro 
nounced liberal and a conHistent itdvocate 
of free trade. He held office under the 
first and second aduiinisfcrations uf Lord 
Palnieraton, and lias filled mony import- 
ant public positions under Gladatoue, the 
la.st being aocretiiry for foreign afTHirs — 
the position now assumed by Earl Roao- 
bery. Mr. 11, 0. Bannt'rman, iio'.v socro 
tary of war, aiicceedod Trevelyau iu tho 
Iri«h Becretaryship, Trutn which he retired 
upon the resignation of the liberal oabi- 
net. The Mar(iuis of Ripon, now Brat lord 
of the iidinir:iliy, was rrnvonior-cjaiieral 
of India prcvpHU cu the preajnt viceroy, 
and wiis ulivaya a coiisiitotit supporter of 
the liberal piirly. iMr. Ohamberiam, tlie 
acknowledged leader of the radicals, oc 
oupies the oiiico of preaident of tho local 
governtnoat. Mr. John Morlay, tho now 
ohiof seorotary for Ireland, all along de- 
clared Gladstone to be the only man ca- 
pable of Ending a constructive aolution of 
tho Irinh prublein, and declared for 
an Irish pailiameut, Cor while he admitted 
the dtuiger of tliG e.^cperiiueut he held that it 
would have to coiae to that or tho sword. 
He is, however, or was, strenuously opposed 
to the iuangaratioD of home rule until an 
aot has been passsd preventing tenants from 
oonttsoatiiig the property of landlordn. 
Taken altogether tha onbinet is a strong 
ono, and it has need to be, for while the 
a\iBorl)iug question at home at preti- 
ent is that of Ireland, there are 
Inaperial interests abroad of oven 
more vital importance. But it cannot 
be concealed that Gladstone gained thi; 
reins of power through n coiuproiuiHe with 
Parnell, at whoKe mercy he will always be 
to a great extent, After a parliamentary 
career of over fifty years ho would perhaps 
have been more than haaiau not to cousent 
to saorifiioe oerlain political principles iu 
return fox tbat sapport which may as long 
as it ohoose, save bim from dozing away bin 
last years on an opposition bench in cou- 
fessed failure. 



A STALKING HORSE. 

The people of Canada are lonlciiig forward 
■with more than usual interest to tho comin;; 
sessiou of the Dominion ooiamoas, to wit- 
ness the result of the straggle for power 
whioh the grits intend to make by ioti-o- 
dnoing a motion condeninatoiy of the hang- 
ing of Biel. The government can appeal 
to'thehonae on this question with perfect 
safety, Tho real crisis was before the cabi- 
net bad finally decided whether to nrove 
lor the clemency of the crown or let the law 
take its course— whether tbcy would oudca- 
■por to stay the administration of justice for 
political puipoHes, or bold aloof and abi<Ie 
the result. ' Xhe3' decided — how, is known 
to all — and decided rightly, and the (£iies- 
tioa whether the fjoverumeut should stand 
or fall was at once settled iu their favor. 
Though eastern Canada papers have flood- 
ed their columns to weariness with the 
aubjeot of lliel and the half-breeds' grioT- 
ances, though the grit OT'gans have 
left no stone unturned f excite 
sympathy fur the so-called niartj'r, and 
though many refurm meaibets addressed 
inflaajinatory speeches to their coi)stit- 
uenti on the subject, yat tho hnat of par- 
ty feeling has gradually died away; owing 
partly to the pastorals issued by the Catho- 
lic ctiurab, and largely, also, to the sooth- 
ing influence of time, and perhaps an in-, 
nate conviction that justice had bo3n 
done. Tho reward fur standing firm will 
shortly appear in the su-itaiuuieat of the 
government by the house, backed with 
that increase of roapoct which the exercise 
of moral force always evukea. So confi- 
dent on the suiiject are tho govorninwiit 
themeelves that rjuo of its nietnbcra, Hon. 
Mr. Chaploau, felt that he could afford to 
disdain tho od'er of a renewal of alle- 
giance from several erstwhile disaffected 
BleuB. Whatever may or may not happen 
the government this coming session, it 
may bo safely placed aa a foregone con- 
clusion tbut the number of its aupportere 
will be iiicressed rather than diminished 
by any vote upon it» action in regard to 
the Hiel agitation. 



Japan. 

Einnatsu orpaperrats were at a premium 
on Decepiber 30th. Some funrfoen years 
have elapsed since this phenomenon wan 
last wituob.-iiid, and it was thei: ri-garded na 
a curiouH example of the Japanese people '.s 
confidcucu in their olllcial fancioirt. Now, 
within three days of tho time when the con- 
vertibility of these flat notes is to becomo 
an accomplished fact, tho nation has de- 
clared its preferonoe for them over ailver, 
and the treasury receives tbe pleasant as- 
surance that there will be no call upon the 
millions of specie stored in its vaults for the 
pnrposes of resumption. Instead of being 
req^nired to redaein its paper, the govern- 
ment might issac more at a premium. 

All tho civil olHcialti attached to tbe navy 
department are to bo dismisaed, and the 
business in. their handa will bo transacted 
by naval olUcors. 

The authoritie.4 have ordered tho coinage 
of silver one-yen pieces to tho amount of 
l,0O0jO0O yea, and the work is to bo com- 
menced ou February -Ith. 

Mr. Yahasbi of Tokio has invented and 
patented a method of weaving carpets with 
leathers. According to his method feathers 
are reduced to a silky state by the action of 
certain ohendcBls and then woven likee or- 
dinary cotton "sliilT.

— Tim membors of tho 
crew of the ship Frank N. 'I'haycr, who 
took to a small boat when tho ship was 
set on lira by mutioeers, were in great 
distress when they arrived at St. Helena. 

A majority of the vessels boIoni<ing to 
the European squadron, designated to 
prevent Greece fmui nttacking Turkey, 
have assembled at Suda bay. 

Advices from Mandalay, tho capital of 
Burmah, say that the Dacoita have had 
several eDgagenwDts with the British 
troops since the first, and in every en- 
counter tlio DaoniU were defeated with 
heavy loss. The officials at Maiulahty be- 
lieve order will soon be couipletuly ro 
stored throughout Burmah. 

The trial of the Crawford divorce case, 
in which Sir Cliarles Dilko is co-respor d- 
ont, has been further delayed, but will 
probably be begun on Monday. 

Tho Greek government, replying to a 
second note from the powers, considers 
any restraint ofifered to tho free disposal 
of the Hellenic forces inoonipntible with 
Greek independence, and therefore de- 
clines the reapoiiaibility for an eventuid 
conllict. 

The Turco- Bulgarian agreement con- 
firnis tho appointment of Prince Alexan- 
der as permanent governor of Eastern 
lioume'ia, snd provides for mutual help 
to repel foreif^n invasiun. and gives 'Pur- 
koy control of some ilus.oehnun villages in 
Rouinelia by means of a oemmiaaion ap- 
Dointod undor the sanction of Pritico Al- 
exander. In other respects tho agrsomont 
ia drawn up in accordance with tho provi- 
sions of the Berlin treaty. 

Tho Prince of ^A'alua gave a dinner last 
evening to tho leaders uf both political 
parties and diplomatic reprenotitativoe, in- 
cluding U. S. Minister Phelps. 

The Standard says Mr. Qladatone, in 
formincr his cabinet, has made tho most ot 
a bad situation. The membors are men 
of undoubted ability. Tho selection of 
I Earl Rosebery for the post of Secrotary 
for foreign affairs, was the lui.it that could 
bo made, and pniniiacs well for tlio good 
will fff Germany. The iippoinlnieiits moat 
I likely to elicit oriticiatu are those of Sir 
I William Vernon Haroourt and Mr. John 
Morloy.

This saves 
trouble at the time, Kafc in every other 
way it is a iniBtake.''^~iSL ''isRlf''wilI not 
empty tlio bag iia an experiehced milk- 
er will and it cannot milk bo rapidly. 
The result is that the hoifer does not 
^egia with aa large a flow of milk as 
6be should, and no' after skill in man- 
agement will make good the injury she 
thus sustains. 

Some tests recently brought to our 
notice of heifers coming into milk at 
three years of age seem to indicate that 
a well developed and mature female 
not only produces a vigorous, healthy, 
calf but they are generous aiiikc-rs. 
Would it not be well to study the pro- 
position llmt "early breeding favors the 
develop nieiit of milking- qualUG& — 
Jersey Bulletin. ■ 

The ibreaking ^ufc of boils .upon any 
animal' indioatea disorder of the diges 
tive organs, the liver eapeoially, and 
blood poisoning from absorption of im- 
pure' matter which is not excreted 
through the bowels. Long continued 
cosbivenesB or checked perspiration will 
produce these eruptions, which are 
beathful so far as they fet rid of this 
diseased matter in the blood, and are 
really an efl'ort of nature to purify the 
system. But it is well to avoid this 
natural process by attention to the 
health of the animals, and the use of 
Hiiuple precautionary medicines, as an 
occasional dose of a pound of epsom 
salts followed by one ounce doses of 
hyposulphite of soda for a week or 10 
days. To relieve the boils give the 
salts, and repeat the dose the second 
day afterward, adding a tablespoonful 
of ground gingor to each. Apply 
tincture of iodine to the bolls, and 
when they bead, open them deeply oy 
an X out with a sharp, small blade. Ap- 
ply carbolated vaseline to the wound 
twice a day. 

The Solomon Islands. 



The Sydney Herald of December 12 
says; "The three-masted schooner Fair 
Ha, which arrived in port ou Saturday 
iiieht, brings news of another murder 
of a white man by the natives of Bag- 
ga, an island of the Solomon group, in 
the early part of November. The vic- 
tim's name was Ohilde. A number of 
natives from the islands of Limbo 
Sandy, Rubiana Sandy and Songa 
went to Bagga, called Childe out of bis 
hut, and when he got outpide one of 
them struck him on the head with a 
tomahawk. He put up his right hand 
to feel where^thei,blGjv,.ba4 be§n dealt, 
when anothW "native siruck hiiii across 
the wrist and broke it. A third then 
struck him in the back, which caused 
Childe to fall. He was immediately dc- 
capicated, and a firs being lighted, liisi 
body was cooked on the spot. Every- 
thing belonging to -the. deceased was 
either taken away or destroyed. No 
provocation wliRievur is said to have 
been given by the deceased. It seenm 
that bo setiled on Bagga some few 
months ago as he wished to be on an 
island where there was plenty of fresh 
water and no native^ Heir Majesty's 
ship Diamond had arrived at tho 
ground before ibe Pairlie left. 

Canada, 

Quebec, Jan. 29. — Tho county of 
Bonaventure relief committee has tele 
graphed an appeal to the Dominion 
Government for tbe immediate aid for 
the fishermen rendered destitute by the 
failure of the great fishing firms of 
Eobih ifc Oo., and Le Boutillior Bro- 
.thers. Two-thirds of the population of 
Bonaventure comity depended on those 
firms for their livelihood. The com- 
mittee asserts that unless the Govern- 
ment comes to their rescue at once, the 
people will commit violencB.'Kiot is al- 
ready threatened. Property and life are 
endangered, aud fears are entertained 
that tbe mob will reign supreme.
